SUMMARY:  The  U.S.  Embassy  in  New  Delhi  and  the  four 

consulates  widely  distributed  to  the  media  Secretary 
Hillary  Clinton's  February  14  remarks  at  the  U.S.- 
Islamic  World  Forum  in  Doha.  Two  popular  Muslim- 

readership  websites  NewAgeIslam.com  and  Unnindia.com 
(United  News  Network  online  Urdu  news  agency)  posted 
the  speech  prominently  on  their  homepages.  While 
editorial  reactions  are  yet  to  appear,  the  speech 
generated  widespread  reporting  in  the  Indian  media, 
particularly  the  Urdu  press.  Barring  a few  exceptions, 
coverage  was  generally  straightforward  and  objective. 
Any  commentary  will  be  reported  in  subsequent  media 
reaction  cables.  Headlines  and  synopses  of  news 
reports  from  Indian's  leading  press  follow.  This 
report  incorporates  input  from  New  Delhi  and  the  four 
Consulates  General  in  India.

1L1 . Wire  reports  appearing  in  the  Indian  media 
highlighted  the  Secretary's  remarks  on  Iran.  Secretary 
Clinton  was  reported  saying  that  Iran  has  not  lived  up 
to  its  nuclear  obligations  and  has  rebuffed  U.S.  and 
international  efforts  to  engage  in  serious  talks.  Iran 
has  a right  to  nuclear  power,  but  only  if  shown 
unequivocally  it  is  to  be  used  just  for  peaceful 
purposes,  she  said.  In  her  speech,  the  Secretary  was 
reported  saying  that  the  U.S.  and  others  were  working 
on  "new  measures"  to  try  to  persuade  Iran  to  change  its 
course.  Later,  during  a question-and-answer  session, 
she  said:  "The  evidence  is  accumulating  that  that  is 
exactly  what  they  are  trying  to  do."
